The Speaker took the chair at 3 o’clock. 


This being the first day of the Fourth Session of the Fourth 
Legislative Assembly of the Province of Alberta, for the despatch 
of business pursuant to a Proclamation of His Honour Robert 
George Brett, Lieutenant Governor, dated the twelfth day of 
January, 1921, the Clerk of the House read the Proclamation

January 26th, 1921, at the hour of three o’clock in the afternoon, 
to TUESDAY, the FIFTEENTH day of FEBRUARY, 1921, 
at the hour of three o’clock in the afternoon, for the DESPATCH 
OF BUSINESS, to treat, act, do and conclude upon those things 
which, in the Legislature of Our Province of Alberta, by the 
Common Council of Our said Province may, by the favour of 
God, be ordained.

The Speaker officially informed the Assembly of the death 
of the Honourable Alexander Grant MacKay, late Member for 
the Constituency of Athabasca, and that the Clerk of the Legis- 
lative Assembly had received from the Clerk of the Executive 
Council a Certificate of the Election of George Mills. 


The Clerk of the Legislative Assembly read the following 
certificate, which has been delivered to him by the Clerk of the 
Executive Council:

This is to certify that by virtue of a Writ of Election, 
dated the Third day of May, 1920, issued by His Honour the 
Lieutenant Governor and addressed to Albert Alexander Greer, 
Esquire, of Athabasca, as Returning Officer for the Electoral 
Division of Athabasca, for the election of a Member to repre- 
sent the said Electoral Division in the Legislative Assembly 
of Alberta in the room of the Honourable Alexander Grant 
MacKay, by reason of whose death, since his election as repre- 
sentative of the said Electoral Division of Athabasca, the said 
seat has become vacant: | 
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George Mills has been returned as duly elected to represent 
the said Electoral Division, as appears by the Return of the said 
Writ of Election which is now lodged of record in my office.

His Honour the Lieutenant Governor entered the House, 
and, having taken his seat on the Throne, was pleased to open 
the Session by the following gracious speech: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 


Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS 
OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 

I welcome you to the opening of the Fourth Session of 
the Fourth Legislative Assembly, and desire to express the pleas- 
ure it affords me to meet and join with you in an expression 
of thankfulness to Divine Providence for the blessing of peace, 
for a general bountiful harvest, and for the unwavering fidelity 
of our people to our institutions. 

I rejoice, as I am sure will the poeple of Alberta, at the 
continued improvement in the health of the Prime Minister 
of the Province after a serious illness, and trust he will soon 
be able to resume his usual official duties. 

It is with heartfelt regret that I refer to the lamented 
death of the Right Honourable Arthur Lewis Sifton, late Sec- 
retary of State for Canada, and for many years the leader of 
the Government of this Province. By his death Canada loses 
a gifted statesman. He served his country in many distinguished 
positions without ostentation, and fittingly crowned his long 
career as jurist, legislator, and administrator by his great ser- 
vices at the Peace Conference. His name and works will long 
be remembered by the people of Canada. 

Since the close of the last Session, the Assembly has suffered 
a serious loss by the death of one of its most distinguished mem- 
bers, in the person of the Honourable Alexander Grant MacKay, 
late Minister of Municipal Affairs and Minister of Health. 
He was an able and devoted public servant, and his loss will 
be keenly felt by the Members of this Legislature and by the 
people of this Province. 

The attention of the Government has been continuously 
directed, during the past year, to the important subject of 
education. Plans have been completed for a thorough revision 
of the curriculum of the elementary schools, in keeping with the 
best modern educational practice, and suited to the varying 
needs of the children of the Province. Proposals will also be 
submitted with a view to increasing the efficiency of the rural 
schools and providing increased opportunity for high school 
education in rural districts. 3 

The strong financial position of Alberta continues to impress 
investors at home and abroad with confidence in our future. 
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This fact has been demonstrated in the past year by the success 
of the recent Provincial loans, and the volume of the people’s 
savings invested in Alberta Savings Certificates. 

Owing to the prevailing high costs and the necessity of 
continuing a programme of expansion to meet the needs of our 
rapidly growing Province, expenditure has increased, but it is 
a matter of satisfaction that through the continued buoyancy 
of our revenues, together with the exercise of care and economy, 
the Province has been able to reasonably meet all legitimate 
and pressing public requirements. 

It has been decided by my Government to establish a 
permanent home for the Feeble-minded during the coming sea- 
son, thus providing a necessary and welcome addition to the 
humane public institutions of the Province. 


The question of the advancement of the farming interests 
of the Province has continued to be one of the chief concerns 
of my Government. Three new Schools of Agriculture have 
been constructed and equipped, at Raymond, Gleichen, and 
Youngstown respectively; in the first two of which special 
attention will be directed to methods of farming irrigated lands. 

An arrangement has been made with the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company, whereby that Company has taken over the 
operation, for a term of years, of the Edmonton, Dunvegan, 
and British Columbia Railway system, with an option to pur- 
chase the same, while the Government has acquired the Alberta 
and Great Waterways Railway. Legislation confirming these 
transactions and the agreements connected therewith, as well 
as financial provision for the further improvement of both roads, 
will be submitted for your consideration. 


Considerable progress has been made during the past 
year in the construction of public highways, and the extension 
of the telephone system throughout the Province. 

For some time past the Government has been carrying on 
research work with the object of ascertaining more definitely 
the mineral resources of the country, and the possibilities of their 
development, with most encouraging results. For the better 
furtherance of the work, an agreement has been entered into 
with the University of Alberta, whereby organized and co- 
ordinated operations may be carried on in the various classes 
of research by specialists, looking towards the promotion of 
the industrial development of the Province. 

During the recess, negotiations for the transfer of the 
Natural Resources of the Province were renewed, with the result 
that an immediate investigation of the question was promised 
to be followed by definite action on the part of the Dominion 
authorities. 

~ You will be asked to consider legislation dealing with 
certain important amendments to existing Statutes. 

Reports of the various Departments of the Public Service 
will be presented to the House in due course. 
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The Public Accounts for the last fiscal year will be placed 
before you, and the Estimates of Expenditure for the current 
fiscal year, prepared with due regard to economy, will be sub- 
mitted for your consideration. 

I now leave you to the consideration of these and any 
other matters that may be submitted to you, with confidence 
that the public interest will at all times be advanced and fully 
safe-guarded. 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor then retired from the

$86,500 and in the case of Calgary $77,500. 

In addition to these direct grants the special financial 
advantage reaped by the cities of Edmonton and Calgary by 
the location in each city of .a Provincial Normal School, in- 
cluding a practice school for the children and the provision, 
at a minimum cost of teacher-training facilities to the citizens, 
would be difficult to compute. The Provincial University in 
the one city and the Provincial Institute of Technology and Art 
in the other are also of special financial advantage to the cities 
concerned.

Alberta, in association with the Governments of the Provinces 
of Saskatchewan and Manitoba, a definite assurance has been 
received from the Prime Minister of Canada that during the 
present Session of the Dominion Parliament, he will draft a 
definite proposal for the restoration of their Natural Resources 
to the three prairie provinces of Canada, which proposal will 
be submitted to the Parliament of Canada and the Governments 
of the Prairie Provinces for their consideration and ratification.” 

The Hon. Mr. Mitchell read telegraphic communications 
between the Prime Minister of Canada and himself as Acting 
Premier since Friday, 25th instant, and laid same upon the Table.

“By our Rule 603 it clearly states: ‘In all unprovided cases, 
the rules, usages, forms and regulations of the House of Commons 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland as in force 
at the time, shall be followed, if applicable.’ 

“T therefore have sought for direction from the best authori- 
ties I know of, with the following result: | 

“sir John G. Bourinot, K.C.M.G., LL.D., late Clerk of 
the House of Commons of Canada, the highest and most generally 
accepted authority in the Canadian House of Commons, and | 
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believe, in the Provincial Legislatures, throughout the‘ Dominion, 
in the 4th Edition, 1916, edited by Thomas Barnard Flint, 
M.A., LL.D., D.C.L., the late Clerk of the House of Commons, 
on page 581, states clearly: 

‘“<Tt is a recognized principle in the Canadian as in the 
English Parliament that Ministers of the Crown should not 
initiate or promote Private Bill Legislation.’ 

‘“‘T am unable to find any reference in Sir Erskine May to 
the subject, but this may be perhaps explained by the fact that 
it would appear to be as Bourinot declares a ‘recognized principle 
in the Canadian as in the English Parliament,’ and I am fortified 
in the opinion by another high Canadian authority, Alpheus 
Todd, LL.D., C.M.G., Librarian of Parliament for the Dominion 
of Canada, 2nd Edition, Vol. 2, 1889, page 388, who there states: 

‘““ «Thus, it was remarked by Sir Robert Peel, when Home 
Secretary in 1830, in reference to the Ryde Harbour Bill then 
pending in Parliament: ‘‘I must decline interference with any 
Private Bill, and I cannot but think from experience of every day, 
that the principle on which Ministers abstain from any such 
interference, is most salutary.” 

‘‘*Again, it was stated by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
(Mr. Baring) in 1840, that ‘“‘It is contrary to all established prac- 
tice for a Minister of the Crown to give an opinion upon a Private 
ilo IRF 

“T feel it my duty, however, to further state, that as the 
Attorney General argued in the House on Tuesday, when some 
discussion took place on the point of order, that it had been 
the practice in this House for years past, for Ministers of the 
Crown to introduce and promote Private Bills. 

‘‘T have caused a careful search to be made in the Journals 
of the House from the year 1906 up to and including 1920, and 
find numerous Private Bills have been introduced and promoted 
by Ministers of the Crown, but it appears that the point of order 
now raised was not raised before, and the irregular course became 
common, and the Legislative Assembly must bear the responsi- 
bility. , 
‘‘T have to consider the effect of the above ruling upon the 
case now before the House, raised by the Honourable Member for 
West Edmonton, on Bill No.8, which has been, up to second reading, 
in the hands of the Attorney General as a Private Bill, and it 
appears to me, it would not be quite fair and reasonable to refuse the 
Minister the right to proceed with this Bill, as the House has 
really, by its acquiescence in the past, contributed to establish 
a practice, though an irregular one. The Attorney General 
having proceeded thus far with Bill No. 8, and having claimed 
that there are numerous precedents for his action, which must 
be admitted, I think the Bill may be allowed to proceed, but my 
ruling on the point raised will stand in any case which may 
hereafter arise.’ 3

“The point of Order has been raised by Mr. Ross, the 
honourable member for Centre Calgary, respecting the method 
of the honourable the Attorney General, in bringing in a Reso- 
lution in Committee of the Whole, which he declared had been 
made known to His Honour the Lieutenant Governor, and had 
received his consent for a Bill to amend The Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Act, and further, the point of order has been raised 
by the honourable the Attorney General, whether the Bill 
introduced by the honourable member, Mr. Ross, to amend The 
Workmen’s Compensation Act is in order, inasmuch as it was 
not brought in by Resolution in Committee of the Whole, did 
not receive His Honour the Lieutenant Governor’s consent, but 
was brought in as a public Bill by a private Member in the usual 
way, as adopted respecting Bills not making any direct charge 
upon the Revenue, or imposing any new tax upon the people. 

‘Respecting the point raised by Mr. Ross regarding the 
Bill introduced by the honourable the Attorney General, I am 
of the opinion that the action of the Attorney General in first 
introducing a Resolution into Committee of the Whole and 
with His Honour the Lieutenant Governor’s consent, is to be 
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regarded as precautionary steps prior to the introduction of 
his Bill, and that it was unnecessary for him so to proceed with 
his Bill, nevertheless, it is perfectly in order as it now stands 
on the order paper. 

“Dealing with the point of order raised by the Attorney 
General respecting the Bill introduced by the honourable member 
for Centre Calgary a more important question arises. Does 
the Bill to amend The Workmen’s Compensation Act introduced 
by Mr. Ross make any demand upon the public revenue of the 
Province, or does it impose any tax or increase any tax upon the 
people? 

‘The point raised is one of some difficulty, involving con- 
sideration of the operations of The Workmen’s Compensation 
Board. It appears to me that the funds of the Board are drawn 
from employers of labour chiefly, sometimes augmented by 
penalties imposed upon such employers for failure to. comply 
with the provisions of the Act, and that any increase in the funds 
of the Board are funds raised from sources other than that of 
the revenue of the Province. The funds are in fact drawn from 
a small class and distributed under certain conditions to certain 
other persons, the whole of the operations being quite outside 
of the office of the Provincial Treasurer and without any demand 
whatever being made upon the revenue. | 

“There can be no question whatever that under the 54th 
and 90th sections of the Imperial Act, 30th Victoria, Chapter 
3, of the British North American Act, 1867, ‘The House shall 
not adopt or pass any vote, resolution, address or Bill, for the 
appropriation of any part of the public revenue, or any tax or 
impost to any purpose that has not been first recommended by 
a message of the Lieutenant Governor.’ See Rule 316. 

‘By Rule 459, ‘No motion proposing or involving any grant 
or appropriation of public moneys, or any impost or increase 
of charge upon the people, shall be considered and put to the vote, 
unless the subject matter thereof is recommended by the Lieu- 
tenant Governor during the current session and the motion 
has first been referred to and reported by a Committee of the 
Whole.’ 

“And also by 292, ‘When the object of any public Bill 
is to authorize the construction of any public works, or to grant 
any money, or to impose any new or additional charge upon the 
public revenues or upon the people, a resolution having the same 
object must be recommended by the Lieutenant Governor and 
adopted in Committee of the Whole before the Bill can be intro- 
duced.’ 

“See Bourinot 503, 505 and 501, where it is stated: 

“ “Neither is a Committee necessary in the case of Bills 
authorizing the levy or application of rates for local purposes by 
local authorities acting in behalf of the ratepayers.’ 

‘‘And again, ‘Nor does the rule apply to Bills imposing 
charges upon any particular class of persons for their own use 
and benefit.’ See also 507. 

“In the case of the Bill now before me, I can find no ground 
for believing that either the Governor’s assent or the introduction

With respect to The Liquor Act, the Government recognizes 
the very great difficulty encountered in the enforcement of any 
law that interferes to such an extent with the habits and desires 
of a great many people. The Government, however, is strongly 
of the opinion that the present Liquor Act, through its abolition 
of the regular sale in bar-rooms, of liquor for beverage purposes, 
has been perhaps the most important legislation in the interests 
of social reform passed in the province; and while the sale of 
liquor for medicinal purposes gives more or less opportunity 
for violations of the spirit, if not the letter, of the law, yet with 
all its weaknesses, there can be.no question that it is a decided 
improvement over our old license laws. : 

Representations have been made to the Government by 
different groups of people in the Province with respect to changes 
in the law. One set of representations 1s incorporated in petitions 
which have been laid on the Table of the House. ‘These request 
that the Government should, in effect, repeal the present legisla- 
tion and enact a law permitting the unrestricted sale of light wines 
and beer and the sale, under Government control, of spirituous 
liquor for beverage purposes. The Government does not propose to 
repeal the present law and legalize the sale of liquor for beverage 
purposes upon the request of these petitions as presented. ‘The 
result of the vote taken last October would not indicate any 
demand by a majority of the voters of the Province for such a 
change. On the other hand, a considerable majority of the 
voters, who went to the polls in that election, expressed an opinion 
in favour of greater restrictions with respect to the sale of liquor, 
and in accordance with this demand the Government is proposing 
to the House at this Session, legislation that we believe will make 
the present law more effective. The increased penalties and the 
restrictions upon druggists with respect to the sale of liquor 
under the Act, should prove effective remedies for some of the 
present difficulties in its enforcement. 
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The convictions secured by the Department of the Attorney 
General are substantial proof that a vigorous and sustained effort 
has been made to enforce the law, and that this Department 
in the Government has neyer relaxed in its determination to 
give effective enforcement to The Liquor Act. The proposed 
amendments, like all other amendments made to The Liquor Act 
since its enactment through a vote of the people, are designed 
to strengthen the hands of the law officers and make it more 
difficult and dangerous for violators of this law. 

The Government is taking power to hold a plebiscite if 
it should be deemed necessary or if it should be demanded by a 
petition signed in a similar manner to that which originally 
brought this Act into force, and setting out some definite system 
of liquor control to take the place of the present: system. 

An experiment with the sale of liquor for beverage purposes 
under Government control is being made in British Columbia 
which will be watched with interest by the citizens of Alberta. 
Our law, improved and strengthened at this Session, will offer 
a fair comparison, and the Government of this province having 
enacted a prohibition law under petition and by vote of the 
people is not prepared to repeal it, or even amend it in the way 
of lessening its restrictions, except upon a well considered man- 
date of Alberta citizens.
